Troopers Check 


Three Auto 
Accidents 


The Alabama State Troopers 
investigated 168 rural traffie 
accidents with 87 injuries and 
7 fatalities from 6:00 P.M.Fri- 
day through 12 Midnight Sun- 
day. These fatalities occurred 
1 each in Lee, Butler, Bul- 
lock, Dekalb, Walker, Calhoun 
and Monroe County, 

These accidents bring the 
number of people killed in rur- 
al traffic accidents in Alabama 
this year to 651 compared with 
595 killed during the same per- 
iod of time last year for an 
increase of 56 fatalities. 

Troopers of the Dothan Dis- 
trict investigated 12 accidents 
with 6 injuries and 1 fatali- 
ties during this weekend period. 
The Dothan District has 48 fat- 
alities so far this year as com- 
pared with 63 at this sametime 
last year. 

Coffee County troopers in- 
vestigated 3 accidents this 
weekend with no injuries and 
no fatalities. So far this year 
9 persons have been killed in 
motor vehicle traffic accidents 
in this county as compared with 
6 killed during the same period 
last year.

Male high school students 
who will graduate in 1973 and 
are interested in flying are 
eligible to apply for an Air 
Force ROTC four-year college 
scholarship. 

One thousand four-year col- 
lege scholarships are available 
for students who will enroll in 
the Air Force Reserve Officers 
Training Corps at one of the 
colleges and universities in the 
United States and Puerto Rico 
which offer the four-year pro- 
gram. 

The scholarships will be 
awarded to qualified students 
who agree to become Air Force 
pilots or navigators after col- 
lege graduation. 

Each scholarship pays full 
tuition, labcratory fees, and 
textbook reimbursement.

Have you ever thought of 
a Christian being dangerous’ 
1 read an article recently by 
Arnold Lowe wherein he stated 
that there are three dangerous 
groups of Christians alive and 
active in our world today. I

Secondly, we need to be a- 
ware of the unbelieving Christ- 
ian. Too many ofusare Christ- 
ians in name but not in fact. 
Sometime ago I hearda splendid 
person say, “It doesn’t matter 
what you believe, it just matters 
what you are.” Well this person 
was not really expressing the 
whole truth. It does matter 
what you believe! We ultimately 
become what we believe and 
thus it makes a lot ofdifference 
what we ‘believe. Christians 
who believe that the only thing 
that matters is conduct are joy- 
less Christians. To them it 
is just a philosophy and brings 
neither joy or gladness, only 
duty. Our Christianity is prin- 
cipally and basically faith. It 
must believe in sin and its 
deadly work; it must believe 
in God’s infinite and unceasing 
grace. The Church and the 
Kingdom of God has suffered 
enough from the unbelieving 
Christian. 
Finally, we must beware of 
Christian without con- 
viction! What we need is aot 
contentions but convictions. 
There has never been a time 
when a man Could stand upto the 
ldres of ‘time Without convic- 
tions. No youth can be expect- 
ed to go through finding himself 
without some convictions.

gic that our environment is 
often stronger than our con- 
victions.

NORTH VIETNAMESE ARE 
CALLOUS AND MALICIOUS 


CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


Very little has been noted 
in the nation’s news media about 
the Communist slaughter this 
spring in Binh Dinh Province 
While there have been reams 
of space given to the visits of 
“peace ambassadors”  --Jane 
Fonda, Ramsey Clark and oth- 
ers -- the story of what the 
Reds did in South Vietnam when 
they captured the province of 
the central coast of South Viet- 
nam has been largely ignored. 

The central coastal area of 
South Vietnam fell to the Com- 
munists in April and the Com- 
munists came down from the 
hills with “dossiers” on lea- 
ders in the region. They set 
up “people’s courts” to “try” 
local officials. More than 500 
were executed -- shot by firing 
squads, or buried alive. Thou- 
sands were sent off to prison 
camps where many more will 
die from the inhumane treat- 
ment by the Viet Cong. 

These atrocities are remi- 
niscent of the ghastly Hue exe- 
cutions, where 5,700 innocent 
people were slain by the Reds. 
Yet, despite this evidence of 
atrocity, there are still those 
who go about the countrv advo- 


cating a “cut and run” policy 
of turning the South Vietnamese 
over to the Reds. 

For those “Americans” who 
are not altogether certain ofthe 
mentality, the inhumanity or the 
ideology of the North Vietna- 
mese, some recent and most 
illuminating comments have 
come from the North Viet- 
namese commending the Arab 
terrorists for their savage 
murder of Israeli Olympic par- 
ticipants. 

Nhan Dan, the biggest Hanoi 
newspaper, said on Septem- 
ber 19: 

“The peoples of the Arab 

countries and the entire 

peace -and -justice -loving 
human race have realized 
that they must unite in sup- 
port of the Palestinian peo- 
ple’s struggle. . .Public op- 
inion in the world, and the 
very acts of aggression in 
the Middle East, have sma- 
shed the allegations of the 
U. S. and the Israeli pi- 
rates, who are using the 
bloody event in Munich to 
make black white and to 
sling mud at the just re- 
sistance of the Palestinian 
people. The U. S.-Israeli 
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aggressors are guilty of 

sabotage of peace. They 

have caused all the suffer- 
ing of the nations in the 

Middle East. They are ter- 

rorists. As such, they must 

be condemned by the whole 
mankind.” 

And, in the September 12 
edition of Nhan Dan, the North 
Vietnamese accused the U. S. 
and the Israelis of plotting the 
bloody massacre at Munich. 
The paper said: 

. . .the recent bloody inci- 
dent in Munich is eloquent 
proof of the cruelty and 
perfidy of the U. S. and 

Israeli aggressors. The 

aggressors have availed 

themselves of the deaths 
of 11 Israelis, which they 
deliberately allowed to hap- 
pen, to massacre hundreds 
of Arabs whose fatherland 
has. been annexed by the 

Israelis.” 

It is rather obvious that 
the North Vietnamese are cal- 
lous and malicious. Who but 
a demented person could sup- 
port a nation that blames the 
Munich incident on the U. S. 
and Israel, and praises the 
Arab terrorists for their hor- 
rifying actions? Yet, eventoday, 
some of the nation’s political 
aspirants embrace the North 
Vietnamese and condone their 
every action. Politics make 
Strange bedfellows indeed --- 
and today we see principle 


being sacrificed to expediency: - 


If we were to leave South 
Vietnam tomorrow, as some of 
our “political experts” believe 
we should, the Binh Dinh Pro- 
vince murders and the Hue exe- 
cutions would be just small 
incidents compared to what will 
happen.

Rural Development Act Of 1972 Sets 
National Policy For Balanced Growth 


SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


After more than two years 
of hearings, studies and de- 
liberations, Congress has now 
approved and the President has 
signed into law the Rural De- 
velopment Act of 1972. 

As a member of the Rural 
Development Subcommittee of 
the Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee, I took part in public hear- 
ings which included two field 
visits in Alabama and other 
visits in Georgia, Nebraska and 
Iowa during which a total of 
350 individual witnesses appe- 
ared. 

Also, I was one of the Sen- 
ate conferees appointed to work 
out differences between the Sen- 
ate and House prior to the 
bill’s final passage. Our con- 
ference Committee met for six 
days, sometimes in all-day ses- 
sions, in attempting to reach 
agreement on the bill’s pro- 
visions. 

The overall purpose of the 
legislation is to encourage and 
speed up economic growth in 
rural areas in order to pro- 


«< ment; 


vide the jobs and income re- 
quired to support better com- 
munity facilities and services 
and to improve the quality of 
rural life. 

To do this the new law 
authorizes the Federal govern- 
ment to guarantee and to make 
insured loans permitting pri- 
vate lenders to assume an in- 
creased role in rural develop- 
‘loans -are to be made 
available to rural youth to en- 
courage them to stay in farming; 
federal cost sharing for water 
quality improvement is pro- 
vided, as well as long term 
conservation contracts with 
private land owners in water- 
shed project areas. 

The Rural Development Act 
authorizes a comprehensive ru- 
ral planning grant program 
similar tothat already available 
for urban planning, and it pro- 
vides for pollution and environ- 
mental control programs, com- 
munity facility construction 
grants, rural fire protection 
and an increase in the annual 
rural sewer and water grant 
authorizations. 

As a result of an Amend-

ment which I sponsored, the 
law authorizes new loans for 
commercial and industrial de- 
velopmént in communities with 
populations up to 50,000, as 
well as for various local fac- 
ilities in communities with pop- 
ulations under 10,000. 

For the first time in legis- 
lative history, so far as I have 
been able to determire, we are 
moving: to put ajl of the most 
needed action programs, the 
most needed service and tech- 
nical assistance programs, the 
most needed financial assist- 
ance programs, and the most 
needed scientific research and 
education programs into a sin- 
gle package for rural develop- 
ment. 

But getting this legislation 
enacted into law is only the 
beginning, for now the execu- 
tive branch has the responsi- 
bility to do an aggressive and 
dedicated job of implementing 
and administering the law, if 
the intent of Congress is to be 
carried out. You may rest 
assured that I will insist that 
these responsibilities are met.

StopPollution 
,;Plant A Tree 


Besides providing a beauti- 
ful landscape for you to enjoy, 
trees and shrubs help clean up 
the environment, says Terry 
Wilbourn, Extension horticultu- 
rist. 

Research has shown thatthe 
effective use of trees and shrubs 
can cut noise pollution by 50 
to 65 per cent. Greenbelts 
of trees and shrubs in cities 
are also helpful in removing 
pollutants from the air 

Each year, about 183 mil- 
lion tons of pollutants go into 
the air in the United States. 
Twelve million tons of this are 
particles such as dust, grit 
and cinders Trees, shrubs, 
vines and flowers act as natural 
traps for this airborne matter, 
notes the specialist. Many 
plants have fine hairs on leaves 
and stems which helptrap these 
particles. 

Plants may remove 80 per 
cent of ragweed pollen fromthe 
air 100 yards into a forest. 
In large cities, trees are such 
effective dust catchers that they 
must be washed every once 
in a while with a detergent 
solution. 

Plants are also helpful in 
detecting dangerous levels of 
air pollution. When the amount 
of some air pollutants reaches 
a certain level some plants 
will suffer injury. And since 
many pollutants are invisible, 
these plants provide a good 
warning system. 

Wilbourn adds that in addi- 
tion to helping purify the air we 
breathe, plants provide the only 
source of new oxygen to meet 
our breathing needs.

“Well, I guess you’ve got me,” 


he said. “I stole the car.”

Brought to trial later for car 
theft, he claimed that his confes- + 
sion could not be used against ~ 
him because the officer had failed ‘ 
to warn him of his rights. 

But the court found nothing 
wrong with the confession, since 
the man had made it of his own ~ 
free will. ; 

What kind of pressures do taint 
a confession as “involuntary’— 
hence inadmissible in court? Ob- , 
vious examples are the use of | 
physical violence or mental in- 
timidation. Such methods run 
afoul of the constitutional privi- 
lege against self-incrimination, 

But a confession may also be ; 
ruled out because it was obtained 
by the unfair use of promises or * 
temptations. 

In one case, a man under ques- ‘ 
tioning about a robbery was in- , 
formed that his wife—also being ° 
held — would be released if he * 
would confess he had committed 
the crime. 

He did confess. But this time, } 
his confession was held to be in- 
adm’ ‘ible in court. The judge 
said a confession obtained by of- 
fering such a powerful temptation 
had one great drawback in the 
eyes of the law:
